Are the 
Golden 

Globes All 
Grown Up? 


This year’s surprisingly 
sober telecast suggests 
that Hollywood’s 
favorite party is now 
serious business. Here’s 
what we learned.

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» The Hollywood Foreign Press Association 
really wants you to take them seriously 
Remember when the Golden Globes were 
considered the freewheeling, booze-drenched 
affair to go to before the buttoned-up gravitas 
and pomp of the Oscars? This year’s Globes 
saw winners that seemed—gasp!—chosen for 
artistic merit, and Boyhood’s win for best drama 
cemented its status as the Academy's Best 
Picture front-runner. (Also see: J.K. Simmons’ 
win for Sundance darling Whiplash and Julianne 
Moore’ for the little-seen Still Alice.) Plus, there 
was a decided lack of drunken zaniness— 
instead we got attendees on their best behavior 
in especially tasteful evening wear. The jury is 
still out on which kind of awards show makes for 
the better viewing experience, but with prestig 
winners like these, more so than ever, a win at 
the Globes is a good predictor of Oscar gold. 


® Social activism is more than an accessory 
“Je suis Charlie” was not just a button to be worn 
on the red carpet but a sentiment to be thought- 
fully expressed. Cecil B. DeMille Award recipient 
George Clooney and presenter Jared Leto used 
their time on stage to pay their respects and 
pledge solidarity. (Leto even did it in French!) 
Common, while accepting the award with John 
Legend for best song, paid homage to the events 
in Ferguson, Mo, and New York City’s slain police 
officers; Jill Soloway and Jeffrey Tambor dedi- 
cated their Golden Globe wins for Transparent to 
the transgender community; and the biggest 
standing ovation (led by Meryl Streep) went to 
HFPA president Theo Kingma, who said, 
“Together we will stand united against anyone 
who would repress free speech, anywhere from 
North Korea to Paris.” The importance of being 
earnest should only amp up in acceptance / 
speeches at next month's Academy Awards.

» Even superfamous people lose their 
minds over Prince 

Sure, there's a Hollywood hierarchy when it 
comes to the many levels of fame, but at lea: 
we now know who sits at the very top of the 
pyramid. A surprise presenter for best song, 
the artist still known as Prince strode onto the 
stage and blew the collective mind of the 
celebrity-packed room. Louis C.K. and 
Channing Tatum wolf-whistled, and Viola 
Davis and Allison Janney (together at a table 
we'd kill to be seated at) all but rushed the 
stage in excitement.

There were no awards given for shows on CBS, 
NBC, ABC, or Fox, and HBO took home only one 
statue. Signaling a pronounced shift in power, 
Amazon—which wasn't even part of the awards 
conversationa year ago—triumphed with two of 
the night's biggest prizes: a best-comedy trophy 
for Transparent, and another for its star, Tambor. 
Also, Kevin Spacey finally nabbed a prize for his 
turn on Netflix’s House of Cards. The revolution 
may be televised, but chances are we'll be watch- 
ing it on our computers. 


» First-time winners make the best speeches 
Come on, didn’t your eyes get a little moist dur- 
ing Jane the Virgin's Gina Rodriguez’s moving 
acceptance speech for best actress on a TV 
comedy? While seasoned Oscar favorites may 
use the Globes to workshop acceptance 
eeches before the bigger ceremony in Febru- 
heartfelt thanks from J.K. Simmons and a 
tearful Michael Keaton (to say nothing of 
Spacey, who won after seven previousnomin: 
tions, and Tambor, a journeyman actor finally 
getting his due) demonstrated that sincere 
gratitude won the night.

She finally got her chance with Sarah Treem’s ambitious 
slow-burn drama The Affair. In her first leading role on 
American television, the actress earned critical attention as 
beguilingly shy waitress Alison, whose titular tryst with writer 
Noah (Dominic West) leaves heartbreak and murder in its 
wake. “It was an intense show, and it was exhausting for me. 
[At one point] I didn’t think I was going to get through it,” 
admits Wilson, who asked her mom to come to set to help her 
through the last push of filming, “I was going mental... But it's 
been worth it.” The show popped as one of fall's surprise hits, 
and scored its own upset at the Globes when it won Best TV 
Drama over favorites like Game of Thrones and House of Cards. 
The victories will put plenty of attention on Wilson and the 
series—a good thing given that The Affair has already been 
picked up for a second season, which will start shooting later 
this year, Wilson says she hopes season 2 will involve less 
intensity, and maybe even a smile, for her beleaguered charac- 
ter: “It might branch out into other people's versions of events,” 
she says. “That might give us a bit of rest!” 

And she's going to need it. After The Affair wrapped last 
September, a worn-out Wilson craved a return to her home in 
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London, but stayed in New York after 
being offered the lead opposite Jake 
Gyllenhaal in Constellations, Nick Payne's 
romantic dramedy, which was a huge hit 
on the West End. “I read the play, 
and with Jake involved I couldn't say no, 
Wilson recalls. In Constellations, which 
runs until March 15, she plays Marianne, 
‘king physicist whose fate istied 
to the cosmos amid a time-hopping 
romance with a beekeeper (Gyllenhaal). 
“We instantly got on and understood each 
other and what the piece was. It's really 
vital that you have chemistry off stage. I 
look for it on every job, the chemistry with 
Idris or with me and Dom. It's vital that 
you create that place of safety off stage 
[so] you can be free to be big on stage.” 

While Constellations marks her 
Broadway debut, Wilson is a two-time 
Olivier award winner (England's version 
of the Tony Awards) for her work on 
London's West End. But acting wasn’t 
always the plan; Wilson studied history 
at England's University of Nottingham, 
which she secretly selected for its drama 
department. “I didn't feel confident 
enough to bring acting up to my par- 
ents,” she says. “Ihad no contacts, and I 
didn’t know how I would go about doing 
it, but I knew I was thinking about it.” 
Validated by her experience doing 
college plays, Wilson subsequently 
decided to go to drama school, which led 
to an agent and, just six lucky months 
after graduation, Jane Eyre. In those 
early days her costars included other 
up-and-coming actors such as Benedict 
Cumberbatch and David Oyelowo, 
whose careers also brought them to this 
year's Globes. “It's manic at the begin- 
ning, with loads of people you know but 
you never get a chance to speak to,” says 
Wilson. “But all my friends were ther 

Now Wilson hopes to use The Affair’s 
momentum to go “off the beaten track” 
with her future career moves, which 
could include developing a film with 
Jude Law and collaborating with a star 
ballerina from the Paris Opera. “I got 
here so far through doing what I do, so I'm 
not going to stop doing that,” she say

NE OF THE cruelest ironies of Alzheimer’s 
disease is how aware its sufferers are of 
their fate. As the memory begins to erode— 
slowly at first, like waves pulling sand back 
to the sea, then all at once like a tsunami— 

the victim remains present in body yet unreachably distant 

in mind. They are there and not there— 
loved ones (who are also victims) but invisible to them- 
selves. Based on a best-selling 2007 novel by Lisa Genova, 

Still Alice, directed by Richard Glatzer and Wash West- 

moreland, grapples with this maddeningly ruthless 

affliction with remarkable compassion and grace. It's not 
the first film to do so—in recent years Iris, The Notebook, 
and Away From Her, to name just a few, have all dealt with 


dementia with varying degrees 
of sensitivity and schmaltz. But 
even though Glatzer and West- 
moreland’s film occasionally 
flirts with three-hankie, disease- 
of-the-week Lifetime-network 
clichés, it mostly rises above 
them thanks to a pair of stunning 
performances. One that’s pretty 
much expected, the other less so. 
Julianne Moore stars as Alice 
Howland, a Columbia University 
linguistics professor who's 
stricken with an early-onset form 
of Alzheimer’s at the shockingly 
young age of 50. As the film 
opens, we see her celebrating her 
birthday with her adoring husband (Alec 
Baldwin) and three grown children (Kate Bos- 
worth, Hunter Parrish, and Kristen Stewart). 
The family of Manhattanites appears perfect, 
as if they all just hailed a cab from Woody 
Allen land. But because we know going in 
what the film is about, we can’t help serutiniz- 
ing Alice's behavior for telltale displays of for- 
getfulness. Moore is too nuanced an actress, 
too immune to artifice, to tip her hand so 
obviously. Instead, she gradually reveals 
small hints of her inevitable decline. First, she 
loses her train of thought while giving a 
lecture. Then she gets lost while jogging. The 
former could pass for the sort of “senior 
moment” all of us experience when we can't 
remember where we left the car keys or 
whether we turned off the oven. But the 
latter is an undeniably seismic episode of 
white-knuckle terror. And Moore, whose face 
slackens into an expression of faraway con- 
fusion, strips the moment of melodrama and 
makes us feel the sheer panic of someone 
whose brain is beginning to flicker away. 
Going on 20 years now, Moore is someone 
who's been so reliably good for so long that 
we've probably taken her for granted. But 
her subtle, heartbreaking decline as Alice— 
from her initial diagnosis to her daily struggle 
to hold on to her identity and dignity to her 
eventual disappearance in plain sight—is 
among her most devastating performances. 
More surprising is just how terrific Kristen 
Stewart is as her youngest child, Lydia, As 
Alice's mind grows dimmer by the day, her 
marriage begins to show signs of stress. But 
she also manages to grow closer to Lydia, an

Late in the film, as Lydia rehearses a scene 
for an upcoming audition with her barely 
there mother, trying to make a connection 
before it’s too late, she asks Alice if she knows 
what the scene is about. Moore's 
expressionless, a blank. Then you notice that 
somewhere behind her glassy eyes, a thought 
is fighting to get out. She manages to say one 
word: “Love.” For that brief moment—and it 
may be the last—she's still Alice. Bt

EVEN THE BEST FILMMAKERS can cough up a dud now and then. 
Exhibit A: Michael Mann's ludicrous high-tech cat-and-mouse thriller 
Blackhat. It’s a rare and confounding misstep from the director of such 
stylishly macho noirs as Thief; Heat, and Collateral, For starters, Chris 
Hemsworth is all wrong as the lead. The strapping Aussie may be 
convincing as many things—a hammer-wielding Norse god, a death- 
defying Formula One driver—but a brainiac MIT coding whiz isn't one 
of them. (Somewhere Jesse Eisenberg must be punching his Thor 
action figure.) Nevertheless, Hemsworth, in a series of rakishly unbut- 
toned linen shirts, plays Nicholas Hathaway, an imprisoned hacker 
who's furloughed to help the feds track down the shadowy cybercrime 
network behind the explosion of a Chinese nuclear reactor.

AUTHOR MICHAEL BOND'S supreme creation—

The storybook bear’s tale remains largely 
intact: After enduring hardship in Peru, our 
red-bowler-topped hero stows away to 
London, where he is taken in by the Browns 
(led by Hugh Bonneville and Sally Hawkins).

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ARLY IN SEASON 2 of The Fall, Stella Gibson 
(Gillian Anderson), a detective investigating 
a string of murders by the Belfast Strangler 
(Fifty Shades of Grey star Jamie Dornan), 
coaches her team about the se killer 
they're hunting. “He takes his fantasies and 

he m them into reality... He feels he hi 
aright to decide who lives and who dies,” she says. That’s 
not a bad description for a TV showrunner, either, right? 
The Fall’s creator, Allan Cubitt, is well aware of the 
parallels between his job and the Belfast Strangler’s. Ina 
2018 column for The Guardian, he wrote that many crime 
shows exploit their victims just as serial killers do: by 
eroticizing power, violence, and death, and objectifying 


their prey, turning women into half-naked 
corpses before we have the opportunity to 
care about them as living humans. The Fall 
fights that impulse hard, not just by letting 
us get to know the victims before the crime— 
or, in the case of a lone survivor (Karen 
Hassan) this season, after—but also by con- 
tinuing to explore the impact on their 
families a full season after their deaths. 
I'dsay that The Fallis a deeply moral crime 
thriller, but that description is too boring for a 
drama that's electric with suspense and erotic 
tension and pulpy clif-hangers. Anderson's 
performance is riveting, Last season, her icy 
confidence made some fans (including this 
one) want to be Gibson, but this season, she 
shows a real vulnerability without sacrificing 
any strength. As for Dornan, there’s a reason 
his character is named Paul Spector: He’s 
quite the specter himself, an oft-shirtless 
heartthrob who might be TV's sexiest psycho- 
path if he weren't also a good reminder that 
serial killers are known for charming women 
to death. Without revealing too much, sea- 
son 2 picks up just days after the season 1 
finale and finds Spector starting to get bold, 
paying visits to women he’s tormented in the 


past and leaving easily traceable clues for 
Gibson—who's already close to catching 
him—while messing with her head on a very 
personal level. He'll mess with your head, too. 
In one scene, Gibson finds a video of him 
torturing a woman. “Why are you watching 
this?” he asks, straight into the camera. “Are 
you sick?” He's talking to Gibson, but he’s also 
talking to the rest of us. Like Spector, we know 
we shouldn't be taking pleasure from other 
people's pain. But it's impossible to stop.

JUSTIFIED HAS LONG been rambling toward— 
if not dragging its s—kickers on—the final 
showdown between pissy U.S. marshal Raylan 
Givens (Timothy Olyphant) and his underworld 
soul bro Boyd Crowder (Walton Goggins).

The time-is-a-flat- 
cirele conceit has been overplayed in pop 
culture of late, along with the variations- 
on-the-same-scene structure that Wilson 
works so well on Showtime's newly Golden 
Globe-minted The Affair. Wilson is brilliant, 
dramatically altering key moments with 
the tiniest of inflections, and Gyllenhaal 
brings psychological depth to Roland. But 
that subtlety is upended by a heavy-handed 
finale, which is less an emotional break- 
through than philosophical trickery.
